Gas Now an Issue. 


.. We liope no- public «spirited And- 
over ¢itizen will: everthink of such a 
thing as giving a hospital or some 
other donation of the sort to Andover, 
for we should likely see others 
promptly tumbling over themselves to 
do the same -thing. At least later 
events in Andover public affairs would 
indicate such a happening. <A. street 
railway company wanted a franchise to 
run cars from Andover square to North 
Andover; at once a road that had been 
in business for years decided that they 
“had always thought that was a good 
thing,” and wanted it also. Now = the 
Lawrence gas company considers it a 
good business proposition to extend its 
gas service to Andover, and behold a 
few local citizens’ promptly see the 
same vision, springing up as a long de- 
ferred hope. 

With a desire not to prejudice the 
public in any way whatever upon this 
question, it seems to be in order to let 
them know just what the situation is. 
Everything being equal local interests 
should be first considered in every pub- 
lic improvement, The general under- 
standing has always been thiit the 
Andover Electric company held a fran- 
chise for gas in Andover. ‘The charter 
of the Lawrence gas company also 
covers Andover in its rights. In an in- 
terview with J. W. Barnard, it is 
learned however that the gas franchise 
supposed to belong to the Andover 
Electric company is not one of that 
Company’s assets after all, but is held 
by several individuals who call them- 
selves the Andover Gas Company. Mr. 
Barnard further states that this fran- 
chise will now be taken up by some 
Andover gentlemen, assisted by Boston 
bankers and others, and if they are 
given the rights to use Andover streets 
they will build a plant at once. 

From this it will be seen that the se- 
lectmen are to be called upon to decide 
between an existing foreign company 
already doing a successful business, 
and a new company to be organized 
for the express purpose to keep the 
other one out of the field. Both com. 
panies are circulating petitions which 
the public should sign with a full 
understanding of the situation. 


The Voter’s Duty Well Done. 


The result of the election in the 
nation is now a matter of history.

The part which Andover played in 
the great national contest was her same 
loyal mite contributed to the great 
whole, which she has always con- 
tributed in times of testing the Ameri- 
can conscience.

REPUBLICAN PARADE, 


Torch-light Procession a Big Success 
Great Enthusiasm Along the 
Line of March. 


Many Handsome Illuminations. 


Andover's great interestin the political 
situation this fall was shown by the 
large turnout of citizens to participate 
in the parade Monday night and by the 
elaborate character of the decorations.

Leaving Frye Village shortly after 8.15 
o’clock, the procession moved over the 
macadamized road toward Andover.

REV. M. L. GORDON, M. D. 


Rev. M. Lafayette Gordon, M. D.,«D. 
D., a missionary of the American Board 
in Japan for twenty-eight years, died at 
Auburndale, Sunday. He was born
